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5. i] OGC was tasked to provide an opinion regarding 
the release of Office of Personnel files on current and former 
employees. This issue has come about since the HSCA requested 
all files on two former employees and expects to request all 
files on other current and former employees. At issue, is 
a question of application of the Privacy Act and precedent for 
release of such information. At a minimum the information, 
if it were released, would remain classified and may or may 
not be sanitized.
